The Tulsa Tribune mentions editorially the case of a 
farmer who sold a load of corn to a mill for fifty cents 
a bushel and bought some corn meal from the mill for 
$2.50 a bushel. 
That miller was certainly making a handsome profit 
on the meal he sold. But the chances are that he was 
making something else that he was not aware of. With­ 
out knowing it he was probably making a Socialist. A 
proift of 400 per cent is almost enough to prejudice one 
against all profits. 
Multiply the farmer’s bushels of corn and meal by j 
several million, multiply the miller’s transaction by sev­ 
eral million, and you will find the most potent cause of I 
Socialism in the United States. Back of every Socialist! 
ballot there undoubtedly is a cause and too frequently; 
that cause is commercial greed and conscienceless prof-' 
iteering. 
There are Socialists and Socialists. Some understand 
the Marxian fundamentals and are Socialists from prin­ 
ciple.
